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adds a certain degree of realism to 
the claim that chemicals are used. It 
is pretty generally known, however, 
that damp str.-iw, crude nsplialtuiu 
^ and ass.ariK'tida aic the principle in- 
gredients. It is for the burning of 
these ‘‘e.xpensivc chemicals" that the 
farmers yield up their dollars. 

In the bombarding system two plans ' 
are used One man will use the old 
style mortar, from which are dis- 
charged shells containing dynamite, 
which explode high in the air. This 
is what Colonel Dyrenforth old in 
Texas under the sanction of the 
t'nited States government. In the 
second plan hot air balloons are used 
To them arc attached masses of some 
high explosive, with fuses timed so as 
to cause explosion high in the air. 

Both systems have their advocates. 
The pot plan is the more fxipular de- 
vice, especially with the rainmakers, 
as the expense is small 

The theory of the bombarding sys- 
tem is that sudden alternations in the 
atmosphere produce cooling of the air 
sufficient to condense and release the 
moisture. This fallacy is older than 
the invention of gun-powder. I’lu- 
ta(cli, in an oft-quoted sentence, says: 
“It is a matter of current ol>servation 
that extraordinary rains pretty gener- 
ally fall alter great battles.” 

A cubic mile of air which was ex- 
perimented on in Texas on the night ' 
of Friday, November as, 189a, will 
aerve as an illustration. The record I 
shows that the temperature of the air I 
was 7 a degrees, the ilew point as si 1 
degrees. To cool a cubic mile ol that I 
air to the dew point would re<|nire | 
the abstraction ol as much heat as ! 
would raise HH.ooo tons of water from | 
the fret/.iiig |>oiut to the Iwiling point 
To cool it another 1 1 degrees would 
require the extraction of as much 
more heat. The water set free would 
be ao.ooo tons, which would give about 
1.4 pounds per square loot, or .ay of 
an inch of rainfall. The amount of 
latent heat set free by the condensation 
of that amount of water would raise 
100.000 tons of water from the freez- 
ing point to the boiling point, and it ^ 
to abstract this

Although experiments under gov- 
ernment auspices have failed to pro- 
duce rain, there are hundreds of peo- 
ple who still think there is something 
in it. 

Ixical Forecast Official Pague, ol 
San Francisco, says the Chronicle, 
has been pelted with inquiries about 
rainmaking. No sooner does a rain- 
producer sH up bit apporatiu than 
the people begin to indite letters to 
the bead of the local weather bureau. 
Mr. Pague rejilies to these, and he 
baa a collection of curionsly spelled 
and more curiously worded communi- 
cations npon this topic. 

The first attempt during the past 
season was in Tulare county. A man 
named Baker played Jupiter Pluvius, 
conducting hia operations in a shanty 
Great volumes of smoke, accompanied 
by an ' odor like nothing Tulare had 
ever know were seen pouring out of 
a utovtpipe in the shaoty. The smok- 
ing was kept up for several days, and 
an ineh rain iell. Mr. Baker's 
succea# os a rain producers waa her- 
alded through the state. 

When the formers read the forecast 
in the papers predicting light showers 
some of them tbonght Poracoster 
Pague hnew that the rainmakers were 
at work. In foct one of them wrote 
to him saying the reason be predicted 
those showers sras because he knew 
the rs^makers were operating in .bat 
vicinity, and rain was sure to result 
from their efiTorta. 

The rainmaker ia a gambler on the 
weather, with no chance oi losing, 
rain or no rain. The method has been 
to make a contract with formers by 
which they agree to pay a certain 
sum of money on the tailing of s cer- 
tain quantity of rain during a given 
time, asy ten days. Charges are also 
made for "chemicals" or dynamite. 

Two' systems are employed — the 
"pot" system and the "bombarding" 
plan. In the former a shanty ia erect- 
ed, a huge caldron is taken in, to- 
gether with mysterious bottles and 
packages. Soon a dense cloud of 
smoke ia seen raising through s hole

There is no 
science in their labors, or their fires, 
or their detonations Chances based 
on the experience of prcviou.s years in 
this state were all they had to .con- 
sider, They played against the 
weather to win, and the fajiners play- 
ed both ends against the middle and 
lost.

Here the un- 
pleasant domestic life of the twain 
became more and more apparent to 
the public and not a few have been 
the red hot wordy battles waged in 
hearing ol passers by. 

It seems that on the day the writ 
was issued one of these fusilades had 
occurred. These facts, with other 
seeming ones, led many persons to 
believe that the prosecution was a 
malicious one and undertaken for the 
express purpose of getting rid of Hall.

The hip|iopotaini. though cndowel 
With jaws that can crush almost any- 
thing, are rather goodnatureii and 
more easily captureil than either the 
lion or the elcph.ant. They live in 
great iiuinliers in the Setii River and 
in the reed, along i'.s banks, but hunt- 
ing them is dangerous on account ol 
the many crockadiles that infest the 
stream and are always ready lor prey. 

The young hip{>opotamus swims 
behind its mother and is playful. In 
order to capture it. the natives takes 
to their boats and try to kill the 
mother with rifles, but the hide is so 
thick and tough that a rifle ball will 
hardly penetrate it .At last, however, 
the mother is disabled and fatally 
wounded. The little one swims round 
and round, refusing to desert itsdying 
parent. 

At the most opportune timea native 
thrusts into the neck of the young 
hippopotamus a har|>oon to which a 
rojie is attached. Followingthe float 
the natives surround the young River 
horse when it lands. The wjuned 
animal offers no resistance, but be- 
fore it can lie carrleil away a water 
buffalo has to be killeil and skinneil. 

The youngster is sewn up in the 
hide and transporteil to the farm. The 
animal often refuses food, and dies on 
its journey. If it can once lie in- 
duced to take milk, however, it will 
continue to do so. When the young 
hip|K>potanii arrive at the farm they 
are placetl in separate cages. 

Day and night the roars ol the lions 
and the furious trumpeting of the 
elephants almost make the walls and 
roof tremble. On calm nights one 
can hear the cries and roars ol the 
yo'ng captives for miles.

.About aday’sjourneyfromthe Setit 
River, which runs along the borders 
of Xubia and Abyasinia on the . edge of 
the caraa-an road to Kassaia, the trav- 
eler finds nestling among the cocoa- 
nut and fruit palms a nameless village. 
Here is situated the wild animal farms 
belonging to foreign dealers. 

When a white man decides to deal 
in wild bea.sts, he first obtains per- 
mission from the native chief to build 
a farm. Foi this be pays a price in 
silver, and he also makes many pres- 
ents, consisting of gaily printed cali- 
coes, colored gla.ss beads, arms and 
ammunition to the chief and his fam- 
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am making,” continueil the gentle- 
man, “but gospel truth, and I know 
it for a certainty. There was no flour- 
ish of trumpets, no advertising tell- 
tale check to cause future fear and 
trembling when this big sura of mon- 
ey was paid into the Cleveland cam- 
paign treasury. It was turned over 
in cold cash and a receipt taken for it, 
which was signed by a New York 
man, who at that time was one of 
Cleveland's most trusted friends and 
closest advisers.” 

"Who was this confidential agent?” 

"You will have to excuse me on 
that point.” 

"Well, who turned over the Carne- 
gie donation?” 

"I will tell you. The $50,000 did 
not find its way into the Cleveland 
campaign treasury through tue regu- 
lar channels by which contributions 
ot that kind enter, but was paid in 
quietly by H. C. Frick to the man I 
have mentioned as having signeil the 
receipt for it. Indeed it would not have 
been wise or prudent to have had it 
known that the Carnegie Company 
was contributing so liberally t > the 
election of a Democratic President, 
particularly right on the heels of the 
big Homestead strike and riots, yet 
so fresh in the minds of the i>eople of 
the country, so you see there was 
great need of the closest secrecy in 
the matter. 

"Is it reasonable to suppose,” said 
the gentleman, "that Andrew Carne- 
gie, the iron king, the rankest kind 
of a protectionist, and the biggest 
beneficiary in the protection puddle, 
would suddenly change Iront.go clear 
hack on the Republican ]>arty, and 
contribute $50,000 toward electing a 
Democratic President without expec- 
ting some benefit?

It is well known that Mr. Frick 
paid a quiet visit to New York just at 
the time when he is said to have paid 
over the $50,000 Carnegie contribu- 
tion, and there was much speculation 
then as to the nature of the visit This 
was in the fall of iS 9 >- Shortly after 
Frick’s return to Pittsburg from that 
New York visit a rather vague rumor 
got abroad to the effect that he had, 
while in New York, made a personal 
contribution to the Democratic cam- 
paign fund, the amount being placed 
all the way up from $5,000 to 12,000, 
and the porticular brand of poltics to 
be indulged in by Mr. Frick was a 
subject of considerable discussion.

The chief then details the desired 
number of hunters and attendants for 
a stipulated time Then the dealer 
buys the arms he needs, and also the 
necessary number of horses, camels 
and goats. 

At one of the farms a thick bamboo 
hedge surronds about two acres of 
ground. As the white traveler pass- 
es through the entrance he is greeted 
respectfully by two robust slaves, 
armed with modern rifles, their loins 
girded witn palm-leaf matting. 

Within the enclosure are three huge 
buildings. There are also several 
huts scattered about, in which live 
the native hunters attached to the 
farm. All of them are slaves and the 
property of the native chief, in whose 
district the iarm is situated. 

The residence of the white men is 
a frame work of heavy bamboo sticks 
The walls are made of heavy bamboo 
matting, and the roof is a thick cov- 
ering of palm leaves. Fifty yards dis- 
tant from the residence is the building 
where the young lions, elephants and 
hippopotami are kept. This structure 
is also made of bamboo frame work. 
The liack and side walls are likewise 
covered with liaralxio matting, but 
toward the court yard it is open and 
the sun is kept out by the overhang- 
ing roof ol palm leaves. 

The interior is divided into three 
compartments. The first contains a
